County Commilssioners 8 W, Rob-
erts and John Demuth and Warden W,

employing prisoners, as followsd In
Schuylkill. Northumberland, Lehigh and
Berks countles, which have for years
exactid work from the Inmates of thelr
county prizons, by authority of the spe-
clal acts under which they were organ-
Ized.
